A PARLIAMENTARY candidate 
for South East Cambridgeshire 
was expelled from an opp¬ 
osition party for sending 
“sexual” emails to female co- 
workers. 

iohn Cowan, Labour candidate, 
was thrown out of the Liberal 
Democrats following disciplinary 
action - but insists he jumped 
before he was pushed. 

The former glamour model manager 
even spoke to the Tory party about joining 
them before becoming a Labour cand¬ 
idate, the Weekly News can reveal. 

Furious Liberal Democrat bosses 
contacted the Weekly News after reading 
that 35-year-old Mr Cowan was standing 
in the General Election. 

The candidate, who lives in Norwich 
with his mother, was a Liberal Democrat 
member but was suspended in December 
2003 and expelled in early 2004. 

He then approached the Conservatives 
before eventually signing up to the 
Labour party. 

Mr Cowan, who says he is “committed 
to social justice”, is now fighting for the 
South East Cambridgeshire seat, which 
includes Ely and Soham, Burwell, as well 
as Isleham, Waterbeach and Linton. 

Mr Cowan told the Weekly News : “I 
knew all of this would come out at some 
point but it’s all in the past. 


“I sent those emails purely to try and 
damage the Liberal Democrat party as I 
was adamant I wanted to leave and I 
wanted to get at them before I did. 

“The emails were aimed at one thing 
and one thing only; to show the whole 
party up. 

“Even though I’ve been a Liberal 
Democrat member and discussed joining 
the Conservatives, I believe I’m a Labour 
man through and through. 

“I’m standing in the General Election to 
represent the views of local people and I 


have always had that political drive.” 

He added: “The emails were not sexual 
harassment matters - the sexual content 
was behind the scenes stuff about the 
party The sexual, seedy-side. Prostitution 
and that sort of thing. 

“It was all about transparency and 
wanted to show the hypocrisy of the Lib 
Dems. I think it is a spectacular own goal 
by the Lib Dems to bring this all up now” 
A Liberal Democrat source, who did not 
wish to be named, said: “To say I was 
shocked when I saw John Cowan’s name 


in the paper for standing as a Labour 
candidate in the General Election is an 
understatement. 

“He was a Liberal Democrat until 2004 
when the party eventually threw him out 
for several accounts of bad behaviour, the 
latest of which was sending sexual emails 
to a number of political female figures. 

“John Cowan is just determined to be a 
politician, whatever the party” 

The email claims were confirmed by 
David Allworthy, head of compliance and 
constitutional support for the Liberal 
Democrat party He added: “I can confirm 
that John Cowan was a Liberal Democrat 
member until early 2004. 

“Our records show he was suspended 
in December 2003 and expelled from the 
party in early 2004. 

“We no longer have any other records 
relating to this matter.” 

Mr Cowan claims to be heavily involved 
in the motorsport industry, helping run a 
team called Spirit Racing, although 
Company’s House lists that company as 
being dissolved. 

He was also manager to an Asian glam¬ 
our model, Sunny Nersian, also known as 
Krystal, who told the Weekly News : “Mr 
Cowan was my manager up until two 
years ago.

Council talks called 
to resolve pit issues 


COUNCIL officers have called 
a meeting with Ely business¬ 
man Jeremy Tyrrell to discuss 
the future of the city's Roswell 
Pits. 

The Weekly News can confirm that 
planning officers from East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council (ECDC) 
want to “resolve outstanding issues” 
relating to the beauty spot. 

The meeting is set to take place 
either this week or next. 

The meeting comes after Mr Tyrrell 
was forced to pay £12,000 after failing 
to remove unauthorised building 
work from the pits. 

In March, the businessman, who

owns Jalsea Marine Services, was 
found guilty of defying a long-stand¬ 
ing enforcement notice concerning 
the site. 

He was given just two weeks to pay 
a fine of £7,000 and court costs of 
£5,000. 

Mr Tyrrell, who owns the pits, was 
served a court summons for defying 
an enforcement notice issued in 
2008. He had been ordered by ECDC 
to remove cabling, pipe work, con¬ 
crete slabs and hardcore from the site 
by October 1, 2009, as they had been 


installed without planning perm¬ 
ission. 

An appeal against the notice was 
dismissed by a planning inspector 
and Ely Magistrates’ Court later 
found Mr Tyrrell guilty of being in 
breach of the enforcement notice. 

He was facing fines of up to 
£20,000 but magistrates decided on 
£7,000. 

Some of the removal work has 
reportedly started and planning 
enforcement officers now want to 
meet Mr Tyrrell to discuss the future 
of the pits 

A spokesman for ECDC said: “I can 
confirm planning enforcement 
officers will be meeting with the 


owner of Jalsea Marine in the next 
two weeks to resolve outstanding 
issues relating to Roswell Pits.” 

Roswell Pits was made a Site of 
Special Scientific Interest (SSSI) last 
year after it was proved the pits are 
home to one of the UK’s rarest birds, 
bitterns, and other important wild¬ 
life. 

Mr Tyrrell has made an appeal 
against the SSSI, issued by Natural 
England, which is being dealt with by 
the High Court. He was unavailable 
for comment but a spokesman from 
Ely Marina, which is run by Jalsea 
Marine Services, confirmed the 
meeting was set to take place. 
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Nature lovers see red 
as meadow trees fall

NATURE lovers are up in arms after 
tree felling work started at a popular 
beauty spot. 

Residents have complained about the 
“destructive” activities at Chettisham 
Meadow, located between Chettisham and 
Little Downham. 

The nature reserve, which is the only 
meadow in the region to have such high 
quality grassland, was bought by the Wildlife 
Trust last year. Since then, work has been 
carried out at the site, which is a SSSI (Site of 
Special Scientific Interest), to improve the 
habitat but some claim it is being done 
illegally 

But the Weekly News has confirmed that 
the work has been approval by Natural 
England to “enhance” the area. 

One concerned resident, Alison Arnold, of 
Fleetwood, Ely, said: “Isn’t it an offence to 
intentionally damage or destroy the nest of 
any wild bird while it is being built or used? 

“Chettisham Meadow is a secluded 
wildlife haven, unchanged for the 40 years 
I’ve known it. Now trees and hedges, which 
wildlife rely on, have been felled - not 
pruned or trimmed, but destroyed.

Both the Wildlife Trust and Natural 
England say the work will “improve cond¬ 
itions” at the site. 

A spokeswoman for the Wildlife Trust, 
said: “The work may look very drastic now, 
but it is all for the good of the meadow. 

“The hedgerows have been gradually 
encroaching year by year, so we have cut 
them back while maintaining a barrier 
against the potential pesticide spray drift 
from surrounding fields. 

“Where the hedge has become thin we 
will be planting new hedging plants, such as 
hawthorn and blackthorn, in the autumn. 

“Although the hedgerows are valuable to 
some birds for nesting, this habitat will not 
be lost in the immediate area as many of the 
neighbouring meadows, which do not 
contain such important grassland, have very 
thick and overgrown hedgerows. 

“The poplars at the gate end have been 
felled as they have been casting a lot of 
shade and dropping their leaves on the 
grassland. 

“We are sorry this was not communicated 
sooner to local residents. We appreciate their 
support and hope they continue to visit and 
enjoy this special site.”

collections scrapped

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RECYCLING points around 
Ely are fast becoming “rubb¬ 
ish dumps” just weeks after 
East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council scrapped kerb- 
side collection of plastics to 
save money. 

The sites have ben left over¬ 
flowing with bags filled with 
recycleable plastics by people who 
still want to dispose of them in an 
eco-friendly manner. 

Now residents are demanding 
action, saying the recycling points 
are at “bursting point” and starting 
to make the city look unsightly. 

Keen recycler Maureen Hurst, of 
Ely’s Barton Road, said: “I’ve never 
seen anything like it. 

“Each time I take my bottles 
down to the recycling point at 
Tesco the area is overflowing with 
plastic bottles. 

“People are putting them in 
plastic bags and leaving them by 
the banks there because they are all 
so full. 


“The bags are then blowing all 
over the place and making every¬ 
where look terribly scruffy.” 

The 58-year-old added: “Did the 
council not stop to think that 
problems like this would arise the 
moment kerbside collections were 
stopped?” 

The recycling point in Downham 
Road, near the community college, 
is also causing concern for resi¬ 
dents. 

Sheila Davies, of nearby Colum¬ 
bine Road, said: “We are all encour¬ 
aged to be as green as possible and 
recycle everything we use, which I 
think is great. 


“But then authorities like East 
Cambridgeshire District Council go 
against this and make it harder for 
people to do. 

“The state of the recycling point 
near us is getting worse and worse. 
People are just leaving all their 
plastic bottles tied up in bags near 
there because everywhere is at 
bursting point. 

“The council needs to think of 
something quickly to not only 
prevent the area looking like a 
rubbish dump but also before 
people are put off recycling 
altogether. 

“At this rate, it would be easier 


just to stick the bottles in with the 
landfill.” 

The council dropped its plastic 
bottle collections last month in a 
bid to save £119,000 a year from its 
“toughest budget ever”, which saw 
almost £1.65m wiped off the books 

Dave White, waste strategy team 
leader at ECDC, admitted over¬ 
flowing had become a problem. 

He said: “It has been really 
encouraging that residents have 
heeded the message to recycle 
plastic bottles through recycling 
banks following the withdrawal of 
our kerbside collection service. 

“We have experienced some 
problems with overflowing banks 
which we are trying to resolve as 
quickly as possible. 

“With [recycling firm] Veolia, we 
are working hard to make sure 
these sites remain as clear as poss¬ 
ible: for example, we are emptying 
the banks more frequently and, 
where possible, additional banks 
will be provided. 

“We are also aiming to provide 
additional banks where there are 
currently no convenient plastic 
recycling facilities.” 


Crew frees 
trapped deer 

A DEER had to be freed 
by firefighters after 
getting stuck in railings. 
The inquisitive creature 
was found in College 
Road, Soham, at 
3.45am on Tuesday. 

One crew from the town 
was called to the scene

Sir, It’s a sad fact of life that if 
something is repeated often 
enough, even if it is untrue, there 
comes a point where it is accepted 
as being true. 

The cost of erecting Ely market 
stalls is a case in point. At one stage 
it was suggested that the stalls are 
supplied free to Saturday traders - 
this is not true. The all-in-one price 
stipulated by the council for 
Saturday traders includes rent for 
the pitch and rent for the stall. If the 
stalls were free they would only 
have to pay £8.33 (the 12ft pitch 
price charged to Thursday traders), 
not the £20.63 all-inclusive price 
they currently pay. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council obviously wanted to attract 
and support collectable and craft 
traders to Ely when they first started 
the Saturday market some 20 years 
ago, hence the decision to provide 
stalls. This must have been 
considered more than satisfactory, 
as the farmers’ market was set up 
under the same arrangement 11 
years later. 

The council does not subsidise this 
service, although you would think 
so if you read the council’s recent 
press release telling us how it is now 
in consultation about Ely markets. 
You would get the impression that 
the markets are on their last legs 
and the council, like Robin Hood, 
has rushed in to save them. Quite 
the reverse is true: the markets are 
profitable and are expected to earn 
£10,000 for the council this coming 
year. 

It was unfortunate for the markets 
that the council, desperate to 
balance the budget, picked on them 
to fund its shortfall. The traders, 
who are not rich people, had to 
employ a solicitor to protect their 
interests and stop the council 
pursuing its ill-conceived plan, 
which would have cost a number of 
them to lose their livelihoods. 

So where are we now? Back to the 
press release: the council has begun 
a consultation process called a 
“service review” and “wants to hear 
views from all those involved”. Very 
good so far, except the very people 
who recommended and 
implemented the original decision 
are carrying out the review and no 
market trader has been invited onto 
the review team to add his or her 
real expertise. 

“The council will also look at the 
provision of stalls and how they can 
be financed.” No mention of re¬ 
examining the council’s budget to 
see if the £31,000 saving could be 
found elsewhere. Remember, the 
traders’ pay for the erection and use 
of the stalls. 

“At present, the cost to supply and 
erect market stalls is being met by 
the district council’s reserves.” This 
last statement has been subject to 
political spin. In fact, the traders 
pay a sum for the supply and 
erection of their stalls; and the 
market has made a profit for at least 
the last two years. The £31,000 
taken out of reserves is to fund the 
black hole in the council’s 2010/11 
budget. 

Neither the markets nor the traders 
have been treated fairly by this 
council and the press statement 
compounds its unwillingness to do 
so. A great shame because prior to 


the budget problems, the markets 
were organised and well run.

Therapy offers 
patients hope 


PEOPLE coping with life- 
limiting illnesses in the Ely 
area can now get the supp¬ 
ort they need closer to 
home. 

A new programme of care 
designed to help patients manage 
their illness has been launched at 
the Princess of Wales Hospital. 

Day Therapy is the brainchild of 
the Arthur Rank Hospice and aims 
to stop illnesses inhibiting people’s 
lives. 

Patients will visit the hospital 
once a fortnight for 12 weeks and 
talk to specialist therapists about 
all aspects of their illness, 
treatment and care. 

Therapists can help people 
establish what is important to 
them and help manage their 
symptoms, whether it is fatigue, 
pain relief or anxiety. 

The first user of the programme, 
which began last Friday, was 83- 
year-old Arthur Norman, from 
Little Downham. 

Mr Norman, who suffers with 
Chronic Obstructive Pulmonary

Disease, would have had to travel 
to Cambridge to take advantage of 
similar therapy sessions before 
Arthur Rank introduced them at 
the Princess of Wales. 

Speaking after his first session, 
he said: “Even though this is the 
first time I’ve been, I feel really 
optimistic. 

“I was able to have a long chat 
with my therapist about my illness 
and how it affects me everyday. 

“Having a life-limiting illness is 
extremely difficult and suddenly 
your whole life changes. 

“But what people like myself 
need to do is learn to talk about it 
and learn how to live with it. 

“I’ve already learned there is 
quite a lot more I can do to 
improve my quality of life and I 
can’t wait to come next week now.” 

The programme also offers 
lymphoedema services once a 
month. 

Jenny Buckland, lead therapist 
with the programme, said: “People 


living in and around Ely have 
enjoyed access to the Day Therapy 
service at Arthur Rank House for 
many years, however the hospice 
realised that it can be a long 
journey into Cambridge for many 
patients. 

“Due to the popularity of the 
service amongst local people, a 
decision was made to offer the 
service locally. 

“We want many others to bene¬ 
fit from this service, so thought 
offering on a local basis would 
satisfy patient needs.” 

People suffering with mobility, 
pain and quality of life can all take 
advantage of the programme. 

The hospice also offers Hospice 
at Home care to be people in East 
Cambridgeshire, which gives 
patients needing specialist end-of- 
life care the choice of spending the 
last days of their life in the comfort 
of their own home.

Traders’ joy at 

gas work delay 


ELY residents who were set to face 
“weeks of roadworks misery” are 
breathing a huge sigh of relief. 

The Weekly News can confirm that 
National Grid has now cancelled a 
controversial gasworks scheme in Broad 
Street just weeks before it was due to start. 

Traders who feared the six-week project 
could have seriously affected trade in the 
busy street are also celebrating. 

Pauline Baker, owner of Morlands on 
Broad Street, said: “Everyone is relieved. 

“This work would have caused weeks of 
misery and serious inconvenience for us 
all.” 

Broad Street was set to be partially 
closed by the Highways Agency from next 
Monday for six weeks. 

National Grid was to install a new gas 
main in the street, which would have seen 
workers chopping up the area outside 
homes and shops. 

Temporary traffic lights were also set to 
be installed. 

But after investigations by the Weekly 
News, National Grid confirmed last 
Thursday that the scheme had been 
cancelled. 

A spokeswoman for the firm said: “We 
can confirm we have now cancelled this 
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work in Ely. 

“We will be sending letters out to 
residents and traders in due course. 

“The scheme has not been cancelled as 
a result of people’s concerns but we do 
understand there were people worried 
about it. 

“At the end of the day, the work was part 
of our nationwide project to ensure that 
gas mains are safe and efficient. 

“Although it has been cancelled, the 
work will have to be completed at some 
stage and we will inform people in 
advance as to when this will be.” 

Mrs Baker, speaking on behalf of all 
traders in Broad Street, said: “I would like 
to assure our customers that we will be 
open as usual. 

“This work would have caused huge 
inconvenience, both to us and others. 

“We are in difficult times and have 
recently been faced with business rate 
increases. 

“Work like this is what could lead to 
further shop closures and that is not what 
anyone wants.”

Campaign to catch out cheats 


A CAMPAIGN to crack down on 
fraudsters in the Ely area has 
begun. 

The National Fraud Initiative is being 
carried out by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) in conjunction 
with the Audit Commission. 

It comes as new figures show a total of 
171 council tax cheats have already been 
caught in East Cambridgeshire. Almost 
£108,000 in overpayments has also 
being recovered. 

Now residents are being urged to 
confess their false claims or face a court 
appearance. 

Linda Grinnell, head of finance at 
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ECDC, said: “It is staggering to think in 
this day and age that people still believe 
they can cheat the benefits system. 

“There is a vast array of techniques 
now at the disposal of councils to track 
down and reclaim benefits and 
discounts paid in error. 

“We are about to target those who are 
falsely claiming single persons discount 
again so would urge any residents to 
come forward if they have been wrongly 
claiming discounts rather than ending 
up in court.” 


The initiative works to identify 
fraudulent and erroneous payments 
from the public purse. 

For the first time, residency data was 
matched with council tax information to 
identify potential cases where single 
persons discount (SPD) was being 
awarded in error. 

The discount, which reduces council 
tax bills by 25 per cent, can only be 
claimed by people over the age of 18 
who live alone. 

Initial results identified a total of 908 
matches for investigation by the council 
where SPD was paid but residency 
details showed there to be more that one 


person over the age of 18 occupying the 
property. 

The Anglia Revenues Partnership, 
which administers council tax, business 
rates and housing benefit services, has 
completed its investigation of each of 
the matches, resulting in discounts 
being cancelled in 171 cases. 

If members of the public have 
information about suspected housing 
benefit or council tax fraud, they can 
phone the council on 0845 072 6000.

Warning after drugs ban 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE police 
have warned people who use 
the drug mephedrone to 
“watch out” following its ban 
last week. 

Dealers of the former legal 
high are also being warned. 

It comes after the drug 
became a classified Class B 
substance last week. 

Following huge pressure to 
ban the drug, which has been 
linked to at least four deaths in 
the UK, those caught using it or 
dealing it could be prosecuted. 

Class B drugs, which include 
cannabis and amphetamine, 
carry a maximum sentence of 
five years for possession or 14 


years for supply. 

Paul Rogers, temporary chief 
inspector for the constabulary’s 
drugs statutory unit, said: 
“Now that this ban has been 
introduced, people certainly 
need to watch out. 

“Anyone caught with the 
drug mephedrone on them will 
be taken to a police station 
immediately and further action 
could most certainly be taken. 

“People need to realise this is 
a dangerous drug which is 
harmful and now it has been 
graded as a Class B drug we will 
be working to get it off 
Cambridgeshire’s streets.”

‘Enough’s enough’ for 
owner of business park 


A BUSINESSMAN has been for¬ 
ced to invest in a state-of-the-art 
security system after being 
plagued by thieves. 

Stephen Layn, owner of the Saxon 
Business Park in Littleport, will spend 
nearly £10,000 on new technology in a 
bid to reduce criminal activity at the site, 
just offtheAlO. 

He said thieves were becoming “too 
brazen”, even stealing equipment in 
broad daylight. 

Mr Layn said: “Enough is enough. I 
know that criminals are just a fact of life 
but it is extremely frustrating.” 

The business park, which is home to 
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everything from a furniture store to hot 
tub supplier, is currently monitored by 
security guards and alarms. 

But Mr Layn will invest in a remote 
camera system, which will allow the 
whole site to be watched by cameras 24 
hours a day. It will include sensors being 
installed in the park which will detect 
every movement. Any movement will 
automatically be analysed by security 
staff in Peterborough, who will be able to 
take action if the movements appear 
suspicious. 


If they spot thieves on the site they will 
even be able to communicate with them 
through a loudspeaker on the cameras, 
warning them that they are being 
watched and that police are on the way. 

Mr Layn said: “This system is expen¬ 
sive but I’m hoping it will do the trick. 

“The current system we have should 
be enough to put thieves off but it isn’t 
and they know how to get around it 
without being caught. 

“However, with this they cannot 
escape the cameras without being 
caught in the act. 

“It shouldn’t have to come to this but 
with more and more businesses 
expressing an interest in the park I need 


to make the investment.” 

In the past few weeks, an expensive 
Ifor Williams trailer was stolen from a 
locked compound on the site, after the 
offenders cut through the metal locks. 

A JCB digger worth thousands of 
pounds was also stolen. It was later 
found abandoned in Welney after the 
machine ran out of diesel, and has since 
been returned to Mr Layn. 

Mr Layn added: “These thieves know 
what they want and at the moment it 
seems to be machinery and tools. 

“The park is not insecure, it’s just a 
case of these people becoming more and 
more determined to get what they 
want.”

PLANS to build two wind farms in 
East Cambridgeshire could have a 
“devastating” impact on pict¬ 
uresque Ely Cathedral. 

That’s the claim of Ely’s mayor, Cllr 
Richard Hobbs, who is concerned about the 
turbines ruining views of the Ship of the 
Fens. 

While in favour of wind power as a source 
of renewable energy, Cllr Hobbs said: “If 
these turbines, or anything for that matter, 
were to spoil the beautiful views we have of 
Ely Cathedral then we should certainly not 
support them.” 

As reported in the Weekly News, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council is in talks with 
tenant farmers and developers to gauge 
interest in taking the wind farm proposals 
forward. The sites include one at Wolvey 
Holes Farm, in Coveney, and another at 
Whitehall Farm, Littleport. 

Both sites are among a number of plots of 
publicly-owned land earmarked for power 
generation. 

Cllr Hobbs added: “Many years ago, when 
wind turbines first came into fashion, I did 
not like them. 

“But as time has gone on my feelings have 
changed slightly I do still think they are ugly 
but I do like the idea of renewable energy 

“The thing that concerns me the most is 
the effects these turbines could have on our 
cathedral, which can be seen from all over 
the Fens. 

“To blight the landscape with them and 
inhibit people’s view of the cathedral would 
be devastating and I’m not prepared to see 
that happen. 

“In my view, turbines need to be out of 
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the way of landmarks and in the most rural 
place possible.” 

But Fred Brown, leader of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, was doubtful 
the turbines would spoil the view 

He said: “There is no doubt about it that 
our views of Ely Cathedral are beautiful and 
to lose them would be a great shame. But I 
certainly don’t think these turbines would 
do that. 

“Both of the sites earmarked are in 
remote areas and on low-lying Fen land, out 
of the way of the cathedral. 

“I am in favour of alternative energy 
sources and it will be interesting to see how 
these plans are received, once they are 
formally released.” 

The county council said the plans were 
still at an early stage and the sites may prove 
to be unsuitable. 

John Reynolds, cabinet member for 
resources, said: “These are initial proposals 
and have been put together after careful 
consideration and informal discussions 
with planning officers and councillors. 

“Especially at this time of reduced 
government funding for councils, we would 
be letting our residents down if we did not 
look further into the opportunities this 
presents.” 

Decisions on whether to take forward 
plans for proposed sites would be subject to 
full planning permission. 

Cllr Reynolds added: “I want to make it 
clear we are not rushing into any decisions 
but looking at these early proposals and 
seeing if there is any interest.”

CARPET 
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New store bid 
‘still on track’ 


SAINSBURY’S is still 
waiting to hear 
whether it can move 
to Ely - exactly a year 
after proposals for a 
new store were first 
submitted. 

And residents are de¬ 
manding to know what is 
causing the delay. 

The supermarket giant 
wants to build a new store 
on the Lisle Lane site and 
applied for planning per¬ 
mission last April. 

J Sainsbury PLC bosses 
say the new store, proposed 
for the vacant Ely Chemical 
Company site, would pro¬ 
vide more choice for 
shoppers and competition 
for other traders. 

The development would 
also create more than 300 
jobs. 

But East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
has still not made a dec¬ 
ision on the proposals. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, 
chairman of the Ely Trad¬ 
ers’ Association, said: “It’s 
ridiculous.

“People were excited 
when they heard plans had 
been submitted but to wait 
this long to hear what’s 
happening with them just 
seems bizarre. 

“It makes you wonder 
whether there is something 
going on which residents 
and other shopkeepers 
should know about.” 

Frustrated Lynn Road 
resident Audrey Palmer 
said: “The last we heard was 
that plans were being sub¬ 
mitted and that was mon¬ 
ths ago. 

“We need this super¬ 
market in Ely and I hope 
the council makes the right 
decision.” 

The multi-million pound 
plans include building a 
new customer restaurant, a 
470-space car park to serve 
the city centre and super¬ 
market shoppers, and new 
cycle bays. 

Other facilities would 
include a shuttle bus 
service to and from Ely's 


city centre, improved 
pedestrian links, new traffic 
lights and improved 
junctions close to the site, 
better street lighting and a 
new community recycling 
centre. 

John Bridge, chief exec¬ 
utive of Ely Chamber of 
Commerce, said the plans 
would provide a “win-win 
situation” for the city. 

Both Sainsbury’s and 
ECDC are assuring resi¬ 
dents that a decision on the 
plans will be made soon. 

A spokesman for Sains¬ 
bury’s said: “We understand 
things are taking their time 
but sometimes that’s just 
the case, especially with 
complex plans like these. 

“We can assure people 
that there is nothing to 
worry about and that the 
proposals are still on track.” 

A spokesman for ECDC 
added: “There is certainly 
nothing to worry about. 

“Our planning comm¬ 
ittee is expected to make a 
decision on the plans by 
the end of spring, which is 
all part of the normal 
planning procedure.”

couples, making sure the price 
includes everything you need, from 
staff time to hiring tables and chairs, 
is important. 

She adds that when choosing your 
other suppliers, such as caterers and 
florists, it is good to check the terms 
and conditions of their services. 

“For example, some hire 
companies will charge for breakages, 
so it is always important to know 
what the cost could be if something 
breaks,” she says. 

“Wedding insurance at around £50 
is almost a must-have as it gives you 
peace of mind and also could 
potentially save you thousands if a 
vendor lets you down.” 

COMMUNICATION IS KEY 
It doesn’t matter whether your 
budget is £500 or £50,000, if you don’t 
let those involved understand what 
you want, the money will be wasted. 

“The planning aspect of a wedding 
is crucial,” says de Bruyne. “The most 
helpful thing is to visualise and talk 
through your entire day, then put 
everything in writing. 

“You might have visualised that 
the flowers will be in one place, but if 
this is not noted down and conveyed 
to the staff who are running your day, 
then it won’t happen. 

For those who think they need 
help, but can’t afford a wedding 
planner, consider coercing a friend 
into helping. 


“It is good to talk through your day 
with someone with experience of 
organising an event, like a friend that 
has planned their own wedding, or 
even the venue’s in-house wedding 
planner,” says de Bruyne. 

“Personal wedding planners can 
get expensive quickly, especially if 
they are working at a percentage of 
the total cost of your wedding.” 

CUTTING COST CORNERS 
When thinking about ways to trim 
your costs, it’s a good idea to find a 
venue that will be flexible, so you can 
use independent suppliers and cut 
expensive corners. 

“If you can find a venue that is 
flexible on catering costs, then this 
could save you thousands,” says de 
Bruyne. “A picnic, a BBQ or hog roast 
are all fantastic, budget-friendly ways 
of feeding large numbers of people.” 

“Some of the absolute best 
weddings I’ve seen have been on a 
shoestring budget,” she says. 

“Couples think of ingenious ways 
to make their budget stretch. One 
couple had a weekday wedding. This 
meant they could invite everyone 
they felt obliged to, but only really 
close family and friends were willing 
to take the day off work. 

“As a result, they cut their spend 
per-head down. They also had 
friends getting married the Saturday 
before, and so used flowers and 
ribbons from this wedding.”

The old 
Alchemist 
still a hit 

THE Marlowe Society return 
to Cambridge this week with 
a new take on Ben Jonson’s 
comic masterpiece, T he 
Alchemist. 

Living in a stolen house, 
Face, Subtle and Dol 
Common are master con- 
artists - and making 
themselves a fortune. 

They occupy a vice-ridden 
London where the desire for 
wealth and women drives 
individuals to extremes, and 
frequently into extraordinary 
and often farcical situations. 
Together, the three ‘heroes’ 
entice, seduce, befuddle and 
hustle their way through life, 
coming across an eclectic 
array of colourful characters. 

First performed in 1610 
when it met with great 
success, The Alchemist is 
generally considered one of 
Jonson’s finest comic works. 

Through it he exposes 
human folly, weakness and 
vice. He mocks human 
weakness and gullibility and 
exposes the power struggles 
which take place within small 
groups of individuals, as well 
as big cities. 

Though written more than 
400 years ago, Jonson’s 
precise and enlightened 
depiction of humanity and the 
power of the city remain 
scarily relevant today.

The big film 



THE GHOST (15,128 mins) 
Thriller. Pierce Brosnan, Ewan 
McGregor, Kim Cattrall, Olivia 
Williams, Tom Wilkinson, Jon 
Bernthal. Director: Roman 
Polanski. 

FOR a film about the rewriting of a 
political memoir, it’s deliciously ironic 
that the screenplay for Roman 
Polanski’s thriller should be one of its 
weaknesses. 

Characters are not fully formed in a 
script co-written by Polanski and 
Robert Harris, adapting his novel of 
the same name. Indeed, they are 
ciphers in a clunky and contrived plot 
that builds to a big reveal, which 
would be risible in less accomplished 
hands. 

Not that The Ghost doesn’t have its fair 
share of unintentional laughs: Ewan 
McGregor’s accent could be an 
affectionate tribute to Dick Van Dyke in 
MaryPoppins, and the trail of clues 
left for his character to unravel the 
deadly conspiracy is unmistakable. 
Polanski polishes the lacklustre 
material and his impeccable style 
creates the illusion of suspense where 
our steady pulse tells us there is none. 
Former British Prime Minister Adam 
Lang (Brosnan) takes up residence in 
a remote, state-of-the-art beach 
house on the American coast, far from 
the prying lenses of the media. 


The statesman intends to write his 
memoirs, but when his current ghost 
writer dies in suspicious 
circumstances, Lang hires another 
nameless Ghost (McGregor) to 
restructure his prose. 

The politician’s loyal and sexy 
assistant, Amelia (Cattrall), and his 
savvy wife, Ruth (Williams), keep an 
eye on the Ghost and distract him 
from the arduous task at hand. 

When Lang is accused of sanctioning 
torture during his time in office, the 
Ghost witnesses a media storm and 
the subsequent clamour to repair 
Lang’s reputation. 

The writer puts his skills to good use, 
helping Amelia draft a press statement 
robustly denying the allegations. 


At the same time, the Ghost attempts 
to solve the mystery of his 
predecessor’s demise. 

The Ghost is a routine thriller elevated 
by Polanski’s direction and an A-list 
cast, who are never stretched. 

Brosnan channels the spirit of Tony 
Blair, while McGregor flashes his 
posterior during an emotionally cold 
bedroom scene. 

Tom Wilkinson chews scenery late in 
the film in a Machiavellian supporting 
role. 

The Oscar-winning director 
orchestrates some terrific set pieces 
such as the passing of a note from the 
back of a crowded room to the front. 
Politics may be a dirty business but 
Polanski’s film is clinical and precise.

Cut to the chase: which 
mower should you use? 


I s your lawnmower too 
big, heavy and 
cumbersome? Do you 
have trouble 
manoeuvring it round 
those awkward little 
corners or up and down 
steps to get to your grass? 
If so, it may be time to 
trade it in for a new 
model. 

If you have a small lawn, 
being able to move your 
mower from one place to 
another is just as important as 
speed and cutting efficiency 
With this in mind, Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has just 
revealed the results of a survey 
in which researchers put the 
smallest and cheapest 
lawnmowers through their 
paces in small areas of grass,

simulating a small back lawn 
with obstacles including a post 
for a clothes line, a small island 
bed, an awkward entrance and 
a mix of curved borders and 
corners. 

It found that wheeled rotary 
mowers are the best choice for 
those with small patches of 
grass, as they can be wheeled 
to the lawn, collect clippings 
well and are easy to push 
around obstacles. 

Hover mowers, which ride 


on a cushion of air, are also 
popular as they are light and 
easily manoeuvrable. However, 
they don’t collect clippings, 
which can be a pain if your kids 
use the lawn and then tread all 
the clippings into the house. 

You can buy hover mowers 
with a grass collector, but 
Which? Gardening found that 
they are hard work to move 
around, especially if the grass 
box is full, and you have to 
push them in a straight line to 
collect the clippings. 

The survey, which focused 
on the smallest (28-33cm wide) 
and cheapest (under £100) 
mowers, gave Flymo the 
thumbs up, with its £60 
Venturer 32 wheeled rotary 
mower being voted best buy. It 
left a neat, striped finish on the 
short grass, thanks to a roller 
between the rear wheels, and 
performed well in the 
manoeuvrability tests. 


Others which also fared well 
included the Flymo Pac a Mow 
(£90), a rotary mower which 
was best at cutting a typical 
lawn, although it was on the 
heavy side at 16kg, while the 
Flymo Micro Lite, among the 
cheapest at £40 and the lightest 
at 4.5kg, also scored well, 
although it doesn’t collect the 
clippings. 

The recently launched 
Gardena Powermax 32E (£90), 
a wheeled rotary mower, was 
also among the best buys and 
did well in all the tests, cutting 
right up to lawn edges, and 
comes with a well-balanced 
carry handle, a single lever to 
adjust the cutting height and 
adjustable handle height. 

Anyone who is creating a 
new lawn space this spring 
should design it with mowing 
in mind. Consider whether you 
are going to be able to get a 
mower to all those lawn edges

and try to incorporate curves to 
eliminate corners in your lawn 
so you can run the mower right 
around the edges easily. 

If you have a corridor of 
lawn, or a narrow area of grass 
running alongside a path or 
bed, make that patch of lawn 
wide enough to accommodate 
a mower or you’ll never be able 
to cut it properly. 

Think about obstacles. If you 
have to have a washing line in 
your lawn, sink the base so that 
you can mow over it. 

Make sure your lawn surface 
is slightly higher than adjacent 
beds and paths, so you can run 
the mower over the edge, 
which will save you having to 


do extra trimming of lawn 
edges later on. Some people 
incorporate brick or stone 
borders around their flower 
beds, set slightly lower than the 
lawn, to separate the grass 
from the flowers and make 
mowing easier. 

A row of bricks or slabs can 
also be useful if your lawn butts 
up against a fence. Again, they 
should be laid slightly lower 
than the lawn surface, so you 
can mow over the edge.

THE General Election 
could be swung by a 
new type of floating 
voter - the “Focus 
Female”, according to 
an AA/Populus poll. 

As many as 61 per cent 
of women, many of them 
Ford Focus drivers, have 
yet to decide which 
political party is the most 
motorist-friendly, the poll 
of 14,848 AA members 
found. 

In contrast, only 36 per 
cent of males polled have 
not yet made their minds 
up about who to vote for. 

The poll found that 74 
per cent of women 
reckoned motoring issues 
were quite or very 
important in determining 
who they voted for. 

Women were found to 
be more concerned than 
men about the cost of 
motoring, drink-driving 
and drug-driving, and 
road safety. 

AA president Edmund 


King said: “We believe that 
the 43 million drivers out 
there could be very 
influential in the outcome 
of the election as most are 
voters. 

“Among these motor 
voters - the floating ‘Focus 
Females’ - seem to be 
more undecided and 
hence more prone to be 
swung. 

“Political parties should 
consider what they can do 
to get these influential 
voters on board.” 

Meanwhile Peter¬ 
borough car supermarket 
giant Motorpoint has 
slammed the three main 
political parties for 
ignoring motorists ahead 
of the forthcoming 
election. 

Says Richard Chard, 
general manager of 
Motorpoint Peterborough:

Car revenge is a no-no in 


FOR anyone thinking of 
following in the footsteps of 
Tiger Woods and John Terry 
beware, as a new survey has 
revealed that more than half 
(59 per cent) of cheated 
spouses in the UK will take 
revenge - and it’s the car that 
bears the brunt. 

The poll, commissioned by 
Autoglass, the leading 
automotive service brand, 
questioned 3,000 men and 
women and found when it 
comes to getting even, women 


are more likely than men to 
take action, with one in 10 
taking it out on their prized car 
just like Mrs Tiger Woods. 

Interestingly age also makes 
a big difference to dishing up 
just deserts - 22-25-year-olds

THE top-selling used car 
of 2009 was ... the 
Vauxhall Corsa. 

Figures just released by 
global information services 
company Experian show 
that 291,878 second-hand 
Corsas changed hands last 
year, a figure that pushed 
sibling the Astra off top spot 
and into third place. 

The number of used 
Astras sold in 2009 totalled 
286,540, putting it behind 
the second-placed Ford 
Fiesta, whose figures 
totalled 288,828. 

But those cars confirm 
that size still matters with 
the British motoring public, 
as Experian general 
manager Mark Nuttall 
explains: “Affordable 

smaller vehicles have 
managed to appeal again to 
motorists, with the little 
Corsa overtaking all others 
to become the nation’s 
favourite used car.” 

Meanwhile, now is the 
time to start thinking about 
summer motoring and 
buying a soft-top, according 
to British Car auctions 
(BCA). 

BCA’s research reveals 
that convertible prices rise 
in line with the UK’s 
temperatures. So with the 
weather still on the chilly 


side, the group urges buyers 
to start looking now for the 
best open-top motoring 
deals. 

Tim Naylor, BCA 
spokesman, says: “Despite 
our notoriously changeable 
weather, British motorists 
buy more convertibles than 
our European cousins, and 
values tend to rise as the 
warmer months approach. 

“Average prices for a 
typical premium four-year 
old, 40,000 mile convertible 
sold at BCA have already 
increased by around £1,000 
in the first three months of 
this year, underlining the 
demand. 

“Our love affair with soft- 
tops continues, so now 
could be the right time to 
get the car of your dreams,” 
he adds. 

Finally, the recent call by 
Britain’s Royal College of 
Physicians to ban smoking 
in cars, as well as in public 
places, has led to one outfit 


looking at just how 
adversely cigarette addicts 
can skew the value of their 
vehicles. 

Editor of Used Car Expert 
magazine Matt Tumbridge, 
says: “Today’s buyers are 
certainly not keen to take 
on a car with damaged 
ashtrays, discoloured 
ceiling lining, and the 
cloying whiff of stale smoke. 

“If a smoker drives, for 
example, a Ford Mondeo, 
he or she should remember 
there are hundreds on 
dealers’ forecourts to 
choose from. So a smoker 
wanting to sell a Mondeo 
will probably end up 
dropping the price from a 
fair one to a low one - on a 
three-year-old Mondeo 2.0 
TDi, this means losing at 
least £1,000.” 

He also highlights that 
some dealers will not even 
accept a smoker’s car as a 
trade-in, as they simply 
can’t sell it on.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
